As it stands today, the exposition repre- 
sents $50,000,000. On the grounds and 
buidings, excluding those erected by the 
states atl forticn nations, $20,000,000 
hare been spent. The states and territories 
have expended $4,000,000 and the foreign 
countries $6,000,000. There we have $30,- 
000,000, and the exhibits represent all of 
$20,000,000 more. One firm, a Paris house, 
has sent half a million dollars worth of 


diamonds. Aladdin could not begin 
to do with a store full of 
his magic lamps what modern 


brains and. hands have accomplished with 
these many wmillionx of dollars. 

The vastness of it all cannot be grasped 
at once. ANY impression which approaches 
an adequate idea must be a growth, ex- 
panding and broadening under continued 
observation aid study. No intellectual pro- 
cess of comprehending the infinite has been 
found so far us | am aware, but man will 
be much nearer its attainment once he 
grasps the scupe and magnitude of the 
world’s fair. 

Christofero Columbo’s memory is pre 
eminently distinguished above all the hu- 
man race by this tribute of the world illus- 
trated in the great white city. | 

While primarily and principally Ameri- 
can, the fair is largely cosmopolitar. More 
tongues are heard here than there were at 
Babei’s. tower the day of the confusion. 
More types of the human family are to be 
seen in an bour than a congress of nations 
will show. Fortunately, there is a harmony 
in the proportions here as elsewhere. The 
interesting strangers. from various lands 
are neither overshadowed as to be hid in 
the mammoth aggregation nor do they in- 
trude upon thé pre-eminence which belongs 
to the Caucasian as a family and to the 
Ameria Se the special promoter of the 
air. 

A Glimpse of the White City. 

As is pretty well understood the exposi- 
tion site lies along Lake Michigan, about 
seven miles east of the heart. of Chicago, 
or say the Auditorium hotel, where Mr. Du- 
rant expects to dismount from his bicycle 
for dinner in a few days. The dinner hour 
there is from mid-day until midnight, so it 
will be seen that his margin is not so close 
as it would be at a Peachtree boarding 
house. The grounds are five times 
48 large as Grant’s park, there being over 
700 acres feneed in. An enumeration of all 
the buildings which have been erected would 
be confusing but there are a dozen or fif- 
teen immense structures built. out of the 
fair fund and costing from $100,00 to §3,- 
000,000 each. Then the states territories and 
foreign countries have fifty or seventy-five 
more buildings which are imposing. In addi- 
tiou to these are dozens of smaller struct- 
wes of more Or leas interest.

Was Ushered in When President Cleveland 


ushered in the last stage of the nineteenth 
century today, when President Cleveland 
pressed the button, starting the mighty ma- 


— 


grounds and buildings as seen from the 
captive balloon or the dome of the adminis- 


tration building. Looking down 
from either side the visitor 
» Will see spread out beneath him 


700 acres fronting on Lake Michigan—one 
of the grandest of inland seas—and contain- 
ing scores of great structures which embody 
the best conceptions of America’s greatest 
architects. 

In the northern portion of the grounds he 
may see a picturesque group of buildings 
forty or fifty of them, constituting a verita- 
ble village of palaces. Here on a hundred 
acres or more, beautifully laid out, stand 
the buildings of foreign nations and of a 
number of the states of the union, surround- 
ed by lawns, walks and beds of flowers and 
shrubbery. These are ranged on wide curv- 
ing avenues and constitute oye of the most 
interesting portions of the entire exposition. 
‘In the western part of the group stands the 
IHinois building severely elassic 
in style, with a dome in the center 
and a great porch facing southward. In this 
portion of the park, too, stands the fine arts 
building, a magnificent palace costing half 
@ million. Just south of the foreign and 
state buildings may be observed a consider- 
able expanse of the lagoon, with inlet to the 
lake, and encom passing three islands. On 
the the largest one stands the United States 
fisheries building, flanked at each end by a 
curved arcade connecting it with two poly- 
gonal pavilions in which aquaria and the 
tackle exhibits are displayed. A little far- 
ther south, across an area of the lagoon, 
is the United States government building. 
On the lake shore east of the building, and 
in part in the intervening space, the govern- 
ment shows a gun battery, lifesaving sta- 
tion complete with apparatus, a lighthouse, 
war balloon and a full size model of a $3,- 
000,000 battleship of the first class. 

To the southward of the government build- 
ing: stands the largest of the exposition 
structures, that of manufactures and liberal 
arts. Surrounding this on all sides is a porch 
two stories in height, affording a delightful 
promenade and a view of the grounds and 
buildings generally. 

A iittle farther south extending 
1,090 feet into the lake is the pier, which 
affords a landing place fir all the lake 
steamers, and encloses a harbor. This 
harbor is bounded on the east far out in 


sino, in whose free space crowds of men 
and women may assemble, protected by 
ceiling of gay awnings, look east to the 
lake and west to the long vista between 
the main edifices as far as the gilded dome 
of the administration building. ‘The first 
notable object in this vista is the colossal 
statue of Liberty rising out of the lagoon 
at the point where it enters the land, pro- 
tected by moles which carry sculptured 
columns emblamatic of the thirteen original 
states of the anion. Beyond this lies a 
broad basin from which grassy terraces 
and broad walks: lead on the north to the 
south elevation of the enormous main build- 
ing, and on the south to the structures 
dedicated to agriculture, live stock, forestry 
and the dairy industry. 

From the pier extending westward across 
the park is a long avenue or court, several 
hundred feet wide, affording a view of al- 
most unparalleled splendor... All down this 
grand avenue, ercompassing a beautiful 
sheet of water, stand imposing buildings 
along the majestic facades of which sweeps 
the gaze of the visitor until it rests on the 
administration building nearly a mile dis- 
tant. West of the agricultural building 
stands machinery hall, which is its equal in 
size and is espécialiy rich in architectural 
lines and details. 

To the northward of the administration 


avenue stand two more immense buildings, 
one for the electrical and the other for the 
mining exhibit. 

Near by is the wooded island—a delight- 
ful gem of primitive nature, in striking 
contrast With the elaborate productions of 
humap skill which surround it. 

In the southwestern portion of the grounds 
the spectator observes the great depots, the 
numerous railway tracks and the rapid 
coming and going of the trains taking vis- 
itors to and from the grounds. To the 
northward is the great’ transportation 
building, and still farther on stands the 
horticultural building, which is one of the 
most beautiful of the many beautiful ed- 
ifices.

THE GRAND PROCESSION 


Which Escorted the Distinguished Guests to 
. the Grounds. 

The various organizations and carriages, 
which had been assigned to positions in the 
parade, which were to escort President 
Cleveland and his cabinet, Vice President 
Stevenson, Duke de Veragua and other 
distinguished guests to the world’s fair 
grounds, began gathering in the vicinity of 
the Lexington hotel, the president’s domi- 
cile, at Michigan avenue and Twenty-sec 
ond street. For an hour or more Chicago's 
drive, Michigan avenue, and the streets 
entering thereon, which were gay 
with military, while the sound of the trum- 
} pet and the clang of the saber gave warn- 
ing to the president and his party of the 
appreaching hour of departure for the scene 
of the day’s ceremony of the forma! opening 
to the public of the nation’s fair. Dense 
throngs of people lined the sidewalks on 
Michigan boulevard as far as the eye could 
reach, drawn together from all parts of 
the city to cateh a glimpse of the distin- 
guished guests of the world’s fair and the 
display of militia. 

After breakfast, the president and his 
party, having been joined by the Duke of 
Veragua and the other distinguished pcople. 
who were to appear in the parade, entered 
their carriages and the pocession proceeded 
on its way to Jackson park. 

The column moved along Michigan aven- 
ue and the Grand boulevard to*Fifty-tirst 
street, thence to South park by Bayard 
avenue to Palmer avenue, thence to the 
western entrance of midway plaizance. At 
this point, Colonel Rice, commanding the 
column’s van guard, met the cohunn and 
directed its march to Jackson park and 
thence to the administration building, where 
the column dispersed.

The multitudes which thronged the world’s 
fair grounds today were greater in number 
than had been anticipated, considering the 
inauspicious condition of the weather, Prob- 
ably 300,000 people were assembled when 
at 11 o'clock the advance guard of the cortege 
signaled the approach of President Cleve- 
land and the dignitaries of the day to the 
world’s fair grounds. After entering the 
grounds the journey to the administration 
building was made with all possible dispatch, 
the presidential party not stopping to ac- 
knowledge any of the popular ovations ex- 
tended to the chief executive. 

Of course the cheering was tremendous 
when President Cleveland faced the great 
multitude assembled—the largest audience 
ever faced by an American citizen. Follow- 
ing the president and the director general 
were the members of the presidential cabinet 
under the escort of the world’s fair officials; 
the Duke de Veragua and his family; mém- 
bers of the diplomatic corps, members of 
congress, senators and other prominent dig- 
nitarics, who had seats on the grand stand. 
The 2,000 Columbian guarids,who surrounded 
the administration bnilding, made a futile 
effort to keep back the crowd, but they were 
swept forward by the resistless wave, and 
jammed against the railings they themselves 
became an unrecognizable part of that in- 
coherent, struggling but good natured and 
cheering mass of humanity.

We stand today in the presence of the oldest 
nations of the world and point to the great 
we here exhibit, asking no 
allowance on the score of youth. 

The enthusiasm with which we contemplate 
our work intensifies the warmth of the greet- 
ing we extend to those who have come from 
foreign lands to illustrate with us the growth 
and progress of human endeavor in the di- 
rection of higher civilization. We who be- 
leve that popular education and the stimula- 
tion of the best impulses of our citizens led 
the way to a realization of the proud nationgl 
destiny which our past promises. DB ipo wel- 
come the opportunity here afforded us to see 
the results accomplished by efforts which 
have been exerted longer than ours in the 
field of man’s improvements. while in ap- 
preciative return we exhibit the unparalleled 
advancement and wonderfal accomplishments 
of the young nation and the present triumphs 

a vigorous. self-e'Jant and independent 
people. We have built these splendid edi-

He Touched the Rutton. 

At the conclusion of his address, . the 
president tonched the electric button and 
the world’s Columbian exposition of 1893 
was ushered into official existence. The 
huge fountain, three hundred feet away 
from the grand stand, threw a volume of 
water fifty feet into the air and the roar- 
ing of the engines in macliinery hall, a 
quarter of a mile away, told the multitude 
that the electric ‘spark had done its duty. 

As goon as the ceremonies were over, 
President Cleveland, Governor Atigeld, 
Mayor Harrison, the Duke de Veragua and 
other notables, were conducted to the din- 
ing hall] on the third floor of the adininis- 
tration building, where they were enter- 
tained at dinner by the world’s fair offi- 
cials.

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ALMOST“ PANIC 
Caused by the Crowd Surging About the 
Platform. 

It was 10 o’clock tonight -when the Col- 
umbia Guafds chased the last straggler 
out of the world’s fair grounds, .and the 
whole city, which all day had been the 
scene of busy activity, haunted by myriads 
of peoplé and honored by the presence of 
the chief executive of the nation, was left 
It was a great day 
—big with the fulfilment of many hopes and 
aspirations—which began under. lowering 
skies, culminated in the opening of the ex- 
position by the president of the United 
States and entered the scintillating glare of 
myriads of electric lights, which flashed 
from the mighty buildings along the lagoons. 
There was no hitch in the programme as 
finally arranged last night. 

When President Cleveland was about to 
deliver his address, it was unfortunate that 
this part of the day’s proceedings should 
have been marred by what might have been 
a serious panic, but which proved to be 
only a momentary surge for the sea of hu- 
manity which beat against the platform 
in front of the administration building. 
Always anxious to see and hear—as Ameri- 
can crowds are—some in the rear began 
push in hopes of gaining more advanta- 
keous positions from which to witness the 
goins on at the platform. The pressure #as 
almost unnoticed at first, but as those in 
front began to feel it, they in turn swayed 
back to resist. Then began one of those 
peculiar prize-like movements never seen 
except in great crowds. There was a 
pendulum motion, which attracted the at- 
tention of those on the platform and orders 
were given to the police to clear away the 
jam that began to threaten the platform. 

Of course it was a big crowd to han- 
dle, for Director of Works Burnham declar- 
ed that 300,000 people had passed the turn- 
stiles since, daylight—a number far in ex- 
cess of the most sanguine expectations. 
To take care of such a multitude, with only 
one accident, which could be called serious, 
for all the other casualties of the day wefe 
trivial, was, therefore, a matter worthy 
of praise. 

Looking out over the heads of the people, 
slow, sullen currents of movement could be 
seen. At the outset, the spectacle was only 
interesting, but soon it grew fearsome. 
Cries went up from the throng, anél at

LIVING UPSTAIRS. 


The People of St. Louis in Danger of 
Being Washed Away. 


THE GREAT FRESHET IN THE RIVER

‘Abandoned by People. 


SEVERAL RESIDENCES HAVE COLLAPSED 


And Telegraph ‘Offices Wrecked — Dead 
Bodies Found Floating on the Water. 
A Mass of Wreckag:. 


St. Louis, May 1.—Another foot of rise i 


the river; more flooded villages 
on the east side; a collapsed 
warehouse which resulted in one 


death and a prospect for a repetition of the 
scene of a year ago. All these tell the story 
of the high water here tonight. The river 
at 6 o'clock this evening showed a rise of a 
fraction of an inch over a foot since 6 o'clock 
last night, and the water is still creeping 
up on the gauge. 

Up to 6 o'clock this afternoon the water 
had ceased the abandonment of the greater 
portion of East Carondelet street. The tele- 
graph office of the St. Louis connecting rail- 
way was wrecked this morning and several 
small buildings were washed away. 

The body of a man was washed ashore 
this afternoon near the sight of the wrecked 
telegraph office. The body has not been iden- 
tified. Many persons who had been living 
in the second stories of their homes were 
forced to move out altogether today and 
several narrow escapes happened, some bare- 
ly escaping before their residences collapsed 
or floated aay. 

Another tiow of water will cause the aban- 
donment of the roundhouse at the crossing 
of the connecting railway at the Mobile 
and Ohio railroad. 

At Belleville, Richland creek has over- 
flowed its banks, and filled many basements. 
Several manufacturing establishments have 
been forced to shut down, their boiler rooms 
being inundated. 

Venice, too, it seems, is again to suffer 
as the flood tonight is“encroaching rapidly 
upon that place and the whole village will 
soon be a rival to the city of which it is 
a namesake, so far as visible dry land is 
concernec. 

The East St. Louis dock warehouse, imme- 
diately south of the Eads bride, gave way 
before the rush of water about noon, and ful- 
ly one-fourth of the vast building, with the 
heavy contents, fell in a heap, the roof sink- 
ing and settling upon the wreck. Thousands 
of barrels of flour, sacks of grain, boxes of 
canned goods, bundles of shingles of both 
cypress and pine, and a miscellaneous lot 
of other goods were: precipitated through 
the ground floor into the water. One wf the 
laborers, Cicero Pate, colored, was crushed 
to death under the debris and has not yet 
been found. Two other laborers were in- 
jured. The loss on the building and stock of 
goods will be quite heavy. 

The Situation at Alton. 

Alton, Ill., May 1.—The river here is al- 
ready rising and much damage has already 
been done. The Missouri Point farmers 
are applying for aid here and are prepared 
to leave at a minute’s notice. <A bridge 
over Wood river was washed away last 
night.

No danger has 
been done and none is apprehended. Unless 
there should be more rain the rise will 
stop at fifty-two feet. 


The Miami Full. 


Dayton, O., May 1.—Miami river has 
reached the unprecedented height of 15.5 
feet, and is at a standstill. But by 3 o’clock 
this morning it will be higher. 


Waterspout at Tremont City. 


Springfield, Ohio., May 1.—At noon today 
an immense waterspout burst over Tre- 
mont City, a village near here. At about 
the same time Mad river broke its banks, 
and within eighteen minutes the water had 
flooded the town, carrying away- outbuild- 
ings and stables and fi ng the first story 
of residences. No ferson ig reported kill- 
ed or drowned, but there is a heavy loss 
of stock. . 

At midnight one hundred acres in the 
northeastern part of the city, containing 
two hundred houses, are flooded and the 
water is rising a foot an hour. Scores of 
families are in danger, and the police and 
patrol force together with citizens, are res- 
cuing the people. ous and horses ara 
being used. ‘he electric street car traffic 
of the entire city is s.oppéd, the power 
house being under water..

RIOT IN MARSZILLES. 


Police Charge Socialists Who Were Carry- 
ing the Red Flag. 


Marseilles, May 1.—As trouble was not 
anticipated here in connéction with the 
observance of May day, detachments of 
troops were placed on guard at all the pub- 
lic offices and at every piace of popular 
resort. A large part of the working peo- 
ple took part in the celebration. ‘Toward 
the evening, the crowds in the streets be- 
came very disorderly. The police tried to 
arrest several socialists, who were waving 
red flags and inciting the workingmen to 
violence. The crowd resisted. A fight 
in which the police were worsted followed. 
hussars came to the assistance of the po- 
lice and a general ight was begun. 

The rioters defended themselves with 
clubs and stones. ‘he soldiers and police- 
men were badly cut and bruised. M. Flo- 
yet, municipal councilor, was knocked down 
by the charging hussars, his clothing was 
torn and he was kicked and trampled under 
foot. He was removed in a carriage to his 
home. After the first charge of the hussars 
had been repulsed, a crowd of rioters at- 
tacked the police comnyissary, knocked 
him down and dragged him in the dust. 

e was rescued by the troops before any 
more harm could be done him. 
effort, the military and police eventually 
split the mob and drove off the group of 
rioters. This evening bands of ruthans 
made attacks upon isolated police. In sev- 
era] districts disorderly crowds were still 
parading at a late hour. 


THE DOMINCA RIOT 


Caused by a Bailiff Trying to Eject Tax 
Defaulters. 

New York, May 1.—Further details of the 
riot in the British island of Dominca have 
been received here. It appears that the 
bailiff tried to eject defaulters for taxes, whose 
properties had been bought in by the govern- 
ment, but was resisted. He obtained? special 
police assistance, but could not effect “an 
ejection. A police inspector and nine men 
then arrived from the neighboring island of 
Antigua and her mwajesty’s ship Mohawk, be- 
longing to the North American and est 
India fleet, arrived, having on board his ex- 
cellency, Sir Henry William Haynes Smith.

Governor Tillman said today: “I think 
the state of South Carolina has courts of 
law to settle all such questions. She will 
not arbitrate with anybody about taxes.

We are neither defenseless nor without re- 
sources with which to continue the fight. 
We will certainly continue until] the end is 
reached. If the means used will destroy 
the credit of the roads, they will have them- 
selves to blame.

600 acres. On Christmas eve of 1890 Pres- 
ident Harrison extended an invitation to the 
nations of the earth to participate in the 
exposition, and the responses were immedi- 
ate and cordial. About the same time the 
lady board of managers was brought into 
existence, and Mrs. Potter Palmer, of Chi- 
cago, selected as president of the body. 
The work of constructing the mines and min- 
ing building, the first structure undertaken, 
was begun on July 2, 1891, and from that 
time on the work of building up the White 
City was prosecuted with vimeand vigor. 
One structure rose after another, and on 
October 21, 1892, in the presence of an as- 
semblage of over 100,000 veople the grounds 
and buildings were formality dedicated to the 
ome designed by the act of congress. 
"p to the last financial statement the total 

expenditures on account of the fair had 
reached the enormous aggregate of $18,- 
000,000, a sum equal to twice the cost of 
the Paris exposition. Of this amount over 
$15,000,000 had gone into the buildings of 
the White City, while the balance had _ been 
eaten up by general expenses outside of 
the construction. Shortly before the ad- 
journment of congress a special appropria- 
tion of $2,500,000, in the form of souvenir 
silver coins, was voted by congress in aid 
of the enterprise. Five million  dol- 
lars’ worth of bonds, due on January Ist, 
of the coming year, were also issued and dis- 
posed of at a premium. It is an interesting 
fact that the gate receipts from visitors 
prior to the formal opening today reached 
the total of a quarter of a million dollars.

All the roadways will be in fine condition 
if there is no more rain. ‘These roadways 
are handsome, too, being surfaced with

nes. 

The government buildings are well ad- 
vanced.and the most imporfant of them will 
bear inspection now. ‘Thgse that were be- 
gun late, especially in thé group just north 
of the fisheries, are net 90 well along and 
will take the fast. work that is promised 
to complete them gn time. 

Of the main hibits buildings in the 
north end ityfday be said that they will 
look betteryfrom the exterior than\inside.

Largest in the world, 


The most worderful building here is tHe 
one especially devoted to manufackujes 
and liberal arts. It is the largest building 
in the world, and I regret that the Official 
Guide has not been published so that I 
coulda be qudéted as authority, a previoys 
description of mine at the time the legisla- 
ture visited the fair having been accepted 
as imaginary. It does actually cover thir- 
ty-one acres of ground, and the heighth of 
the roof over the central part of the hall 
is two hundred and thirty-seven feet. A 
man who measured it says it is seven inches 
higher than that, but I am not going to 
take the risk of stretching jt. There never 
was such a building under roof, and its 
unequaled size makes it one of the archi- 
tectural wondérs of the world. It is three 
times larger than the cathedral of St. 
Peter’s at Rome, and any chureh in Chi- 
cago could be placed in the vestibule of 
St. Peter’s. The Roman colosseum would 
accommodate eighty thousand persons be- 
fore the “S. R. O.” sign (standing room 
only) was hung out, but this building is 
four times larger. An illustration often 
used in speaking of this building is that the 
great pyramid of Cheops could be piled up 
here with the galleries jeft untouched from 
which to yiew the royal cemetery,

missed by visitors who are hurrying 
through. 
Electricity Hall Behind Time. 

Electricity hall, supposed to be better ad- 
vanced than most of the department build- 
ings, is, so far, badly behind both in pre- 
liminary and final installation. In this, as 
in other exhibit halls, the exhébitors and de, 
partment chiefs say they have not been abie 
to secure light from the construction depart- 
ment so they could work through day and 


night. 

eee hall has suffered from the im- 
perative necessity for a complete light and 
power plant. Until that is in place and 
ready for full service, exhibits will have 
little show with the installation force. 
Chief Robinson has managed to get in the 
most valuable machinery and have it in 
shape; the big engine which is expected to 
be the chief attraction of the hall, has been 
tested with satisfactory results; the elec- 
trical department in charge of the light and 
service’ plants, is working night and day 
with good results. 

Pavilions and Displays in Shape. 

Agricultural hall, under Chief Buchanan, 
may be something of 2 disappointment to 
the artistic eye because all of the devora- 
tive features are not finished. ‘l’o the farm- 
er and rural people, generally, however, 
it will seem a vision of about 5V0 country 
fairs rolled into one, with several touches 
of magic thrown in. The pavilions are 
all presentable, the state displays are get- 
ting into shape, the foreign features are well 
along and the whole will compare creditably 
with any similar display at the same period 
of progress. 

he convent of La Rabida, the Krupp 
pavilion, forestry building, and live-stock 
pavilion are in good conditon. The hb- 
eral arts hall, always the bane of the con- 
struction force, has been left to its fate 
and the efforts of a handful of workmen. 

Music hall has been finished—all but a 
few touches of the painters’ brushes in 
places that are not visible to the sight-see- 
ing crowd. 

Choral hall, begun much later, has been 
impeded by rain until its superintendents 
and contractor see little hopes of having 
it open in time. 

Palaces at the Fair. 

However, behind the displays maybe 
sightseers will find the spectacle in one par- 
ticular as complete as they could wish it 
to be. Taking the exterior of the fair 
buildings and the various views they pre- 
seut, the panorama today stands complete. 

Much as the fine arts building has been 
praised, the highest anticipation can hard- 
ly discount its beauties. it reigns over the 
northern waters of the lagoon just as the 
hall of liberal arts reigns over the center 
of the grounds, and just as the noble dome 
of the administration building dominates the 
whole fair. And yet that dome, at first 
glance, seems incomplete, unsatisfactory. 
You instinctively feel that there should be 


la spire or something to complete the rich 


gold dome but it grows on = you. 
If the traditional law concerning 
sculpture—that a well-designed statue is 
equally beautiful from all points of view 
—holds good of buildings, the fine arts 
palace can withstand the test. If Mr. 
Cleveland is at all susceptible to aesthetic 
influences he cannot fail to see in the view 
which greeted him today, an _ addition- 
al argument for abandoning the present 
practice of farming out the work of de- 
signing public buildings. From “fie grand 
stairway at the east entrance of the ad- 
minjstration building he looked down such 
a Vista as he has never seen before. Of 
all the views on the grounds none surpass- 
es this stretch of lagoon, with the placid 
agricultural building on the right, the open 
peristyle in the distance and the massive 
front of tthe manufactures building on 
the left. The effect is that of the extrava- 
gant gardens of palaces which lavish oci- 
ental potentates of early times built to 
the envy of their neighbors. Nowhere 
have the world’s fair managers been more 
conspicuously lucky than in this arrange- 
ment of the various buildings designed un- 
der this direction. And nowhere is this 
happy faculty for making fine views mani- 
fested better than in the view over the 
grand canal. 

When the world’s fair shall have become 
an event of the past and the many criti- 
cisms of its leading characteristics come 
to be summarized, the three architectural 
features which are destined to receive dis- 
tinguished attention are doubtless the fine 
arts galleries, the hall of manufatures and 
the dome of the administration building. 
The first fro its simple beauty and because 
it is verily a benefaction to the age which 
produced it; the second for its giant scope 
and the engineering skill creates upon it; 
and the third because it stampse Smost ev- 
ery possible perspective view of the fag 
with its own dignified and peculiar char- 
acter. It is the monarch of world’s fair 
domes, and there is this to be said of it, 
that it grows upon one with acquaint- 
ance. 

The electricity building is still a conun- 
drum. Whether it is merely a whim or 
whether its surprising towers and rangy 
body will come to be regarded as appro- 
priate features in a really characteristic 
aud impressive structure remains to’ be 
seen. Up to date the world has had no 
electricity buildings. Perhaps the one 
at Jackson park is the originator of a new 
style, which inay be happily used in later 
structures of the class. 

Two buildings now in course of con- 
struction @it the north end of the grounds 
are destined to attract attention. One is 
the French building, with its prospect open- 
ing to the lake, and the other the merchant 
tailors’ building. The latter is scarcely 
largely than a poor man’s cottage, but its 
Greek front is strikingly graceful and sim- 
ple, and the outlines of the whole pure and 
classic. It is bound to be admired. 

Up where the foreign nations’ buildings 
are huddled together the work of construc- 
tion is going forward rapidly. The paint- 
ing of the multi-colored facade of Ger- 
many building is almost done, and shows 
a design thoroughly Teutonic. Another 
successfully representative cdifice is the 
Spanish building, in the early military 
style of the Cordova fortress. The aggre- 
gative of these dissimilar styles in fine 
on the edge of the lake is incongruous 
perhaps, but there is a gain in effects of 
contrast. Nor does the contrast reflect any 
luminous credit on the Canada building, 
which stands at the end of the international 
row like the small knot at the end of a 
string of beads. The architectural style 
is nondescript and might serve indifferently 
well for a village library.

Cost of Living Here. 


The cost of living in Chicago is a subject 
which concerns all prospective Visitors, 

It igs not going to be so dear as has been 
reported, 
blank that if rates are raised the people 
will stay at home. You see advertise- 
ments of board at “world’s fair terms.” 
Accommodations will be ample for al} the 
visitors at any one time, and so long as the 
supply exceeds the demand visitors need 
not pay exorbjtant prices. : 

It will be economy to come in parties of 
two or more and divide the expenses. 
Two can get a good room for $1.50 a day 
and meals on the European plan will cost 
whatever the palate chooses to make it, 
and the purse can stand. I heard three 
persons say that they got dinner yesterday 
for 65 cents. For $1 a meal, two persons 
can live at a swell cafe, have juicy steaks, 
rich motton chops and a substantial 
dinner, breakfast or lunch. Divided, the 
expense would be $1.50 apiece for eating 
per day. This does not include wine, or 
even a bottle of beer, but there are plenty 
of cafes which are not swell\ where you 
get your wine with the 75 cent table d’hote. 
There is a New Yorker here who has a suite 
of rooms for which he pays 
a month, and the meals of himself and 
family and servants are as much more. 

At the best hotels $5 a day will get a 
g00d room with bath and four meals a 
day if you can eat that often. It is a 
mistake, too, to suppose that the European 
plan is thé cheapest at a hotel of the Au- 
ditorilum gjass. The good old American 
style is the cheapest in the long run, even 
when you take lunch elsewhere, 

There is a bureau connected with the 
fair which secures accommodations for vis- 
itors when requested and without charge. 
This bureau has a list of rooms with a ca- 
pacity of fifteen thousand people daily and 
the list does not include any of the large 
hotels down town or large structures near 
the exposition. These accommodations 
include only the better class of quarters 
and are within limits not exceeding an 
hour’s ride from the exposition gates, and 
many are within a short distance. Mr. 
George R. Davis, director general of the 
fair, says that the average scale of prices 
scheduled ranges from $1.36 per day for a 
single room occupied by one person, to $5.50 
for large single apartments occupied py 
four persons. The prices quoted may be 
taken as a fair basis of the charges now 
contemplated by the householders, who ex- 
pect the exposition attendance to be a 
source of revenue. 

Can Entertain All Comers. 

Estimates believed to be reliable place 
the hotel capacity of the city at one hun- 
dred and thirty-five thousand guests, ex- 
cluding the prominent down-town_hostel- 
ries which have an emergency capacity for 
at least ten thousand people. And none of 
these estimates takes into account the 
enormous capacity of the temporary hotels 
and other places in course of construction. 
Personal investigation made by experts for 
use in this connection shows that there 
are hotels enough built and in eonstruc- 
tiow within a radius of a mile from the ex- 
position to lodge at least fifty thousand 
people every day. Religious organizations, 
clubs, co-operative associations, dormitory 
associations and affiliated bodies of great 
nimerical strength have undertaken to 
solve the guestion of suitable accommoda- 
tions for visitors. Bearing in mind these 
extensive arrangements for the reception 
of transient visitors it may be of value to 
consider the prebable number of stich visit- 
ors, taking such data for comparison as are 
Offered by the “centennial exposition of 
1876 and the Patis éxposition jn 1889 

The average daily'‘attendance at the cen- 
tennial was 62,333; the largest attendance 
was 274,919: the-> smallest 12.720. The 
daily average at Paris was 130,000: the 
largest single day’s admission, 400.000 

While the circumstances and conditions 
surrounding the Columbian exposition dif- 
fer materially from those of either the cen- 
tennial or Paris exhibition, the divergence 
IS not great enough to affect a very clear 
conclusion from the figures given. The 
unavoidable inference drawn from every 
internatonal fair is this: The attendance 
ig very largely drawn from the population 
within a limited radius from the site of 
the exposition. Thus, for instance, the sta- 
tistics of the Paris exposition show that on 
davs when the attendance averaged 250.- 
000, at leagt 190,000 came from Paris and 
its environs, 

Rooms for Women. 

The Woman’s Dotnitory Association will 
furnish neat, convenient and cheap living 
rooms for industrial women and others 
who perhaps would not be able to reap the 
benefits of the fair if compelled to liv in 
hotels during their stay in the city. The 
Capital stock of this company was divided 
into shares of $10 each. The shares are 
not subject to assessment. The woman 
who buys a share of this stock exchanges 
it for an order on the association for apart- 
ments in the dormitory where she is charg- 
ed 40 cents a day for lodging. In other 
words, each share of stock entitles the hold- 
er to live 25 days in the hotel erected 
by the association. This rate does 
not include table service. The special pur- 
pose of this association was. to enable 
working girls, clubs of women, teachers, 
and, in short, all women in moderate cir- 
cumstances, to get the benefit of what 
we believe will be the greatest stimulus 
to education of the century. These shares 
of stock were offered for sale ig every state 
in the union, and in foreign countries, 
many of them being bought by philanthropic 
women who will place them in the hands 
of deserving girls and matrons, This dorm- 
itory will furnish living rooms for one 
thousand persons a day, and any deficit, 
at the close of the exposition, will be borne 
by the ladies of that city who inaugurated 
the noble philanthropy. Hince the Woman’s 
Dormitory was organized and its success 
assured, others have been undertaken on 
a similar plan, one of them to accommo- 
date families, and especially aged men 
and women. :

How to Reach the Grounds. 


Facilities for reaching the fair grounds 
from the heart of the city will be angple. 
The ILlinois Central railroad has eight 
tracks running out alo the lake front. 
This line charges 25 cents for a round trip 
or ten rides for 85 cents. If the trains are 
crowded, the number can be _ increased 
at a half hour’s notice. 

Two cable car lines run out from down 
town and the charge is a nickle a trip. 
The Cottage avenue car line goes right to 
one of the entrances. 

The elevated railroad will run into the 
grounds. It lands passengers now within 
two blocks of the Sixty-second street gates. 
This is the quickest and best way to reach 
the fair from down town. The fare is 5 
cents each way. This line comes down 
within half a dozen blocks of the post- 
office and two of the Auditorim. 

Then there is a stage coach line runnin 
out in Michigan avenue. 

Admission to the fair is half a dollar

New York, May 1.—At the annual meeting 
of the stockholders of the Land and River 
Improvement Company, of West Superior, 
Wis., held’ in this city today, F. P: Weeks, 
for the past five years president and treas- 
urer of the company, was dropped from those 
offices as well as from the directory. Just 
before the meeting began, it was announced 
that Mr. Weeks had made an assignment to 
Lawyer Welling, of No. 2 Wall street. No 
preferences were given in the assignment. 
Weeks’s liabilities are said to be nearly half 
a million dollars. Warner Van Norden, pres 
ident of the Bank of North America, 
elected president of the company, and Z, 
Kilner, treasurer and secretary. The dis- 
osition of President Weeks is a result of an 
nvestigation of his administration. Mr, 
Welling, the assignee, has given out the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Mr. Weeks was interested in several bus- 
iness enterprises in the west. I have had no 
5 arg gy to look into his affairs, but as 
nearly as can now .tell he was a borrower 
of money and he found it impossible to 6e- 
cure sufficient accommodation. and so was 
obliged to assign.’ 

Mr. Welling has been unable yet to give any 
idea of the [liabilities of Mr. Weeks, 
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Natioual Debt Statement. 


Washington, May 1.—The operation of the 
treasury department during the last month, 
as indicated by the debt statement issued to- 
day, shows a net increase in the public debt 
of $3,726,819.40. The bonded debt decreased 
$421,000, and the cash in the treasury decreas- 
ed $4,147,824.40, the net result being an in- 
crease of the debt. The interest bearing 
debt increased $500. Debt on which interest 
has ceased since maturity decreased $73,100 
and debt bearing no interest $547,850. The 
aggregate interest and non-interest bearing 
debt, April 30, was $962,407,764.13. March 
3d it was §$962,828,219.13. The coin certifi- 
cates and treasury notes offset an equal 
amount of cash in the treasury outstanding 
at the end of the month was $596,016,62i, 
a decrease of $1,411,470. The total cash in 
the treasury $756,544,116 against which lia- 
bilities were outstanding, including $97,011,- 
330,08 gold reserves.

Robert Moore, Jr., has certain 
instructions from his uncle as to charitable 
institutions.

icks in the sixth subdistrict of which Bel- 
iaire is the center, and two thousand men 
in the twenty-six mines of the Massillon 
district did the same. 

In the Hocking valley it is not thought 
the strike will last long, as the majority 
of the miners are opposed to Striking. 

A special from Bellaire says that many 
operators in that vicinity are willing to 
grant an advance. Hon. Anthony 
Howells, president of the Howells Coal 
Company, at Massillon, says that. another 
miners’ state convention will be called in- 
side of two weeks and last year’s scale 
accepted, as has been done in Pennsylvania 
and Illinois. Mr. Howells says the ques- 
tion of granting an advance will not be 
considered. 


HER FATHER'S STORY. 


He Tells How Rebecca Left Home, but Can- 
not Account for the Trugedy. 


Chicago, May 1.—The mystery surrounding 
the death of Rebecca Burghold, who ‘was 
found dead in bed in her room at the Southb- 
ern hotel Saturday afternoon, remains un- 
solved. Police Captain William C. Burghold, 
of New York, the father of the dead woman, 
is able to throw no light upon the tragedy, 
but at the inquest today he made the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The ouly man Alexander can possibly be, 
in my opinion, is William A. Cornell. I sup- 
posed he registered under his middle name. 
Cornell was an oid friend of the family. We 
have kKuown him all his life, and he was 
raised with my boy. He is now twenty-eight 
years oid.. About five years ago he began 
paying a great deal of attention to my daugh- 
ter Rebecca, who lies here dead. I rather 
encouraged the attachment until he was com- 
yelled to marry another girl, when I told R 


1e- 
ecea not to have anything further to do with 
Cornell. He stopped coming to the house 
and I heard no more of him. My daughter 
never mentioned his name and lived at home, 
apparently contented most of the time. untib 
April 12th. That day she left home and I did 
not see her again alive. I,found that she had 
drawn $1,600 from the bank and taken it 
with her. The money was her own.” 

When the articles found in the room with 
the dead woman were listed it was found that 
a pair of $200 diamond earrings had disan- 
peared. No trace of the $1,600 was found, 
only $200 being left in a pocketbook.

The Infanta Eulalie Who Is to Visit the 
Columbian Exposition.

The Infanta Eulalie will be the most noble of 
the visitors to the world's fair, even in bh 
ownll person as the daughter of a qutcen, fit 
an even greater dignity is added to her in t! 
fact that she represents her majesty, Maris 
Clristina, queen regnant of Spain. 

The Infanta Eulalie, aunt of the little king 
of Spain and sister of his father, Alfonse 
XIL., is the youngest davghter of ex-Quern 
Isabella Ll:, who so far from practicing the 
virtues of her ancestress, the Isabella who 
resigned in 1492, was actually dethroned and 
exiled for the irregularity of her bebavior. 
The little Eulalie was only four years oid 
when, in 1868, her mother was driven into 
exile in Paris. There the ex-queen has cua- 
tinue? her vagaries, and it is s@artely a 
mouth ago that cablegrams announced a bit. 
ter quarrel in the royal family because swine 
of Isabella’s favorites had insulted her higp- 
born relatives. 

But this careless, pleasure-loving, personage 
was devoted to her children and the Infanta 
Eulalie was brought up with the utmost care 
and has had a first-class education. She is 
now twenty-five years oid. tall, slight, weil- 
formed, with an glegant carriage, brown hair 
and blue eyes, not beautiful, but intellectual 
looking; impressionable and nervous, but not 
at all impulsive. Her life with her mother ia 
Paris was not particularly pieasant. Isabelia 
was improvident and extravagant and her 
august relatives heiped her out of one difficuity 
only to find her bankrupt again as svon as 
she could manage to spend ber nioney, aud 
she would be obliged to so without a cvok or 
gave her more supplies. 
However, the kingdom of Spain allows Isa- 
bella and ber husband $210,000 a year, and 
her Gaughters $160,000, so that 
cannot really suffer for long at a time. 

The Infanta Eulaile marred, at the age of 
twenty-two, her cousin, Prince Antoine. Due 
de Montpensier, two years younger than her- 
seif and enormously rich, he and his sister, 
the Countess de Paris, being joint heirs to 
the $12,000,000 which their father left on his 
death three years ago. The prince accorn- 
panied his wife to America. He is tall and 
soldierly, the grandson of Louls Philippe, 
and he is quite as much cescended from 
Ferdinand and Isabella as is his royal wife. 

The Infanta Isabel, Eulalie’s eidest sister, 
was first designated as the queen's represen- 
tative, but she wished to come in her own 
character as the expense of kegping up the 
state necessary in an official visit was more 
than she could afford. However, the queen 
wished to honor the celebratign as much as 
possible, so she offered the embassy of courtesy 
to the younger and wealthier Eulalte.

THE CHESTATEE COMPANY. 


What It Is Doing in the Development of 
Georgia's Gold Mines. 


Dahlonega, Ga., May 1.—(Special.)—The 
Chestutee Company, composed mainiy of 
Sentiecmen from St. Louis, have begun in 
real earnest to develop their immense property, 
consisting of 1,100 acres of mibperal land in 
Lumpkin county, Georgia. 

About sixty hands are now at work on the 
canal to convey tbe water to their power. 
The canal when finished will be 360 feet long, 
thirty feet wide at the bottom and will be 
sixty feet deep in water, which will carry, 
uccording .to the calculations of Superinten- 
dent Crandall, 12,000 cubic feet of water per 
minute. 

The machinery of the Chestatee plant will 
be propelled by two sixty-six-inch Leffell 
wheels und@er seven-feet head. One of these 
wheels will be attached to a 12x24 Duplex 
Biake pump, the water to be used under direct 
pressure for sluicing with giauts on the placer 
mines. This pump will furnish 100 miners’ 
inches of water per minute with sixty feet 
pressure. 

The object of the company will be first to 
sluice out a canal thirty or forty feet wide 
over a mile long up the Chestatee valley and 
change the course of the river and work out 
the river bed, and the prediction is that the 
yellow metal will be produced in large quan- 
tities from the bed or the river, for. accord- 
ing to the prediction of oe miners, the 
river bed is very rich. After this the whole of 
what is Known as the A. 8. Whetchel bottoms 
will be worked. 

Already has this company received flattering 
prospects of success. In digging their canal a 
bed of gravel was struck and Superintendent 
Crandall had a pit 20x39 feet in size sluiced 
out, which produced him more than 100 
pennyweights of gold. 

The other wheel mentioned at the com- 
mencement of this article is to be attached to 
a fiftv-hoyse-power dynamo. to be used for 
pumping and lights. The lights will be 100 
in number and will be strung out up and 
down the bottom and the plant will be worked 
night and day. This company will give regu- 
lar employment to more than one hundred 
hands. 

Yhe company also will build a large sawmill 
and will manufacture large quanfities of hard 
lumber. 

The Chestatee Company is a corporation in- 
corporated under the laws of Illinois. Mr. 
J. D. Thompson, of St. Louis. is the presi- 
dent. and it is stocked for $100.000. and a 
great amount of the stock has already been 


sold. : 
The Chestatee plant no doubt will be the 
leggest mining plant in the south. 


WILL PROBABLY LIQUIDATE. 


The Bank of Americus Contemplates Wind- 
ing Up Its Business. 

Americus, Ga. May. 1.—(Special.)— 
The Bank of Americus will very probably 
go into voluntary liquidation, This bank 
suspended payment in January on account 
of the embarrassment of the Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomery railroad, but 
resumed business about a month ago, hav- 
ing made arrangements to get sufficient 
funds to meet its immediate obligations. 

Since resuming business the bank has ex- 
perienced difficulty in collecting outstand- 
ing obligations, and while the doors re- 
main open no deposits are received or 
checks paid. Nothing definite has yet been 
determined upon, but an official said this 
would probably 


liquidate. 


ON MAY TWELFTH 


The Three Million Suit Against the Central 
Will Be Heard. 

Savannah, Ga., May 1.—(Special.)—That 
$3,000,000 suit against the Central railroad 
in the city court on the certificates of in- 
debtedness was called for assigument to- 
day. 

Colonel Garrard objected to its being de- 
fended by attorneys flor the Richmond 
Terminal or others than the attorneys for 
the Central on the ground that they had 
no right to defend the case in the com- 
pany’s name when the company had decid- 
ed to defend it.

WHERE IS THE DOCTOR? 


The School Commissioner of Worth County 
Seems to Be Missing. 

Albany, Ga., May  1.—(Special.)—Dr. 
Jack Pickett, school commissioner of Worth 
county, has skipped out in consequence of 
his disregard of the axiom “that public 
otlice is a public trust.” 

The last session of the Worth county 
grand jury foupd two true bills against 
the doctor for embezzlement of the county 
school funds. Dr. “Jack” is a nephew of 
Dr. J. H. Pickett, the third party cham- 
pion of Worth, and was himself an active 
third party howler during the last caw- 
paign.

THE FRUIT MEN IN SESSION 


Discuss the Transportation Question, and 
Talk with Railroad Representatives: 
W hat They Expect from Them. 


Fort Valley, Ga., May 1.—(Special .)- 
The fruit growers and shippers of Fort bbe 
ley, Powersville, Everetts and Marsha * 
ville met the fruit agents.gf more than 
half a dozen railroads here today to "UY 
and arrange for a satisfactory transporta- 
tion of Houston’s immense peach ¢crols- 
The freight men all gaid they would do the 
very best they could in handling the trathe 
given them but none of them could or would 
guarantee anything save freight rates which 
were the same on all the hues. . 

There seems to be a scarcity of refrigera- 
tor cars and the growers are afraid of those 
who offer cars and will rely on nothing they 
say as to the way they will manage things. 
Unreliable refrigerator car men have caus- 
ed the fruit growers to lose many thousands 
of dollars, but they will hardly do the same 
thing again this year for the growers ))ass- 
ed a resolution today dividing their ship- 
mente with four roads, the Richmond and 
Danville, the Atlantic Coast Line, the bast 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia and the 
Louisville and Nashville roads, and request 
these roads in making contracts with re- 
frigerator car companies to demand their 
agents at different points along the line 
to examine the cars and if they need icing 
to have -the same done and make the re 
frigerator companies pay for the sume. 
They will not give any road traffic that will 
not be responsible for icing during transit. 

Some of the fruit growers who have claims 
against the Central road for wrecking 
fruits say they will not give this road any 
traffic until these claims are paid, which 
will detract some from its business. Again, 
there are some who havé the confidence of 
the growers who are working on the quiet 
to receive the bulk of the eastern freight 
for the Atlanta and Florida and Seaboard 
Air-Line and there is some chance for their 
succeeding. 

The railroad men all seem desirous of 
doing the fair thing by the shippers and 
the shippers, many of whom do not own 
any peaches, seem satisfied but the grow- 
ers who own the peaches and will be the 
largest shippers, are not totally satisfied 
and would jump at something better and 
more certain as to time than has yet been 
offered.

A ROME MAN’S PLAN, 


He Shows How the Financial Situation Can 
Be Relieved. 

Rome, Ga., Apri] 30.—(Special.)—Mr. J. 
H. Reynolds, president of the First Na- 
tional bank. several] days ago telegraphed 
to the secretary of the treasury a plan by 
which the southwestern and western banks 
may supply the government with all the 
gold it wil need this summer. In the ab 
senee of Secretary Carlisle, Acting Secre- 
tary Hamlin replied by mail, asking what 
banks could supply gold and how much. 
Mr. Reynolds replied that he could not off- 
hand give a list of the banks which could 


| suppay gold, and could not give accurately 


the amount to be had, but stated that 
while the interior banks and individuals 
hold about $550,000,000 of gold, the New 
York banks hold only $72,000,000 of spe- 
cie, of which some is not gold. The only 
reason why the interior banks hold the 
coin is that it would cost on an average $2 
per $1,000 to express it to New York, and 
in addition there would be a loss from 
abrasion averaging about $1 per $1,000, 
or for both items .3 of one per cent, which 


is a very effective prohibition on such ship- 
ments. It will be remembered that the 
government receives gold by weight and 
not by count, deducting the actual loss. 
Mr. Reynolds suggested that if the govern- 
ment would pay the express charges, the 
banks would stand the loss from abrasion. 
The government has not done this ag a rule, 
but it would clearly be more economical 
to stand the loss of .3 of one per cent on 
gold received for thirty or sixty days than 
to issue bonds for the same amount and 
pay 2 1-2, 3, or 4 per cent interest on them 
for a term of years when the necessities 
of the government do not require such an 
issue. The prompt response from the gov- 
ernment indicates an interest in the pro- 
position, and Mr. Hamiin’s letter indicates 
a desire of the department to place itself 
in position to make use of such an expedi- 
ent, if it should become necessary, but not 
to incur the expense even of express 
charges until such a policy becomes imper- 
ative. In the meantime, it is gratifying to 
know that the south and west are jn a po- 
sition to give the government assistance 
which New York banks, in the very na- 
ture of their situation, cannot safely supply 
at this time. The reason for this is made 
plain in Mr.. Reynold’s interview,. 
A Talk with Mr. Reynolds. 

Having explained the correspondence as 
above, Mr. Reynolds continued: 

“From what I have said you will see that 
the government is in a position to get im- 
portant assistance from the interior at a 
very smal] expense. ‘This is due to cir- 
cumstances prevailing here which do not 
exist in New York. Interior banks are per- 
fectly willing to exchange gold for green- 
backs, provided they can do so without ex- 
pense. The gévernment’s promise to pay 
is worth one hundred cents, so long as 
the government pays its obligations ijn gold, 
and there 1s no reason why we can’t use 
treasury notes as well as coin. This is 
not true in New York, as I will show you. 
The New York banks now hold $124.000,- 
YOO of cash, of which $52,000,000 is pa- 
per money and $72,000,000 specie. The to- 
tal of $124,000,000 is only $14,000,000 
= orl re Rea requirement for 
ank reserves. the banks t 5 i 
000 of gold out of their a po ge 
government for bonds, their reserves would 
be reduged $36,000,000 below the require- 
ment of the law, and they would have to 
eall in at once four times that much, or 
$144,000,000 of loans. Such an action 
would precipitate a panic and paralyze 
trade. Of course that cannot be eontem- 
plated for a moment. On the other hand, 
if the New York banks should exchange 
see 000 a ane for cay) same amount of 
reasury notes €y Would then have less 
than $20,000,000 of gold in teal name 
at a time when the demand for gold is ex- 
traordinarily heavy. ‘There is always in 
New York a demand for money to settle 
international balances, and the only money 
of international account is gold. If the 
supply of gold for such purposes should at 
any time be exhausted our international 
exchanges would be deranged, anil out 
credit in the markets of the world would 
be seriously impaired. Foreign exchangd 
would be at a premium and the cost of 
imported goods would be correspondingly 
increased. There is also a demand for 
gold to pay the duties on imports, and to 
supply coin for this purpose the New York 
banks are obliged to maintain their reserves 
largely in gold, The proportion of gold in 
their holding now is not larger than {t: 
onght to be, especially at such a time as 
this, and they are not in a position to part 
with it. For this reason I think New York 
bankers have been unjustly criticised. 
From long intercourse with these gentle- 
men I know them to be among the wisest, 
most conservative and most patridtie men 
in this country. Their dealings are on & 
scale to make them broad mi )

PRESERVE THE OLD NAMES, 


An Interesting Communication from One of 
Atlanta’s Oid Citizens. | 

On the subject of the preservation of the 
old names to the streets of the city—names 
that mean something—Colonel George W. 
Adair has received a letter from Mr. C. R. 
Hanleiter, which will be read with general 
interest. The letter is as follows: 

“Griffin, Ga., April 24.—My Dear Colonel: 
I am giad to observe that you have taken 
up the shallela—pardon me if the orthogra- 
phy of this word is wrong. It has been so 
long since I have “touched elbows’’ with my 
Irish friends I have forgotten—and hope you 
will continue to wield it against the namby- 
pamby fad that has broken out in Atlanta 
among the Miss Nancy sort of citizens and 
councilmen, and which, if not speedily 
checked, will soon destroy the last vestige 
of primeval Atlanta, as she was when you 
and I first knew her. I refer, of course, to 
the obliteration of old streets, and the change 
of familiar names to avenues and the sub- 
stitution of terms and phrases altogether un- 
thought of and disgusting to the pioneer citi- 
zens of the city. I considered it a little less 
than sacrilege when Thompson street was 
transformed into Violet, or some other sweet- 
smelling avenue, but remained silent, hoping 
that it was the intention of the saplent re. 
f@mers to transfer the name of Atlanta's 
oldest, noblest and best known citizens to 
some one of the many new and beautiful 
driveways then belng projected. I still hope 
this will be done and that you—always 
closely and warmly attached to him—will ex- 
ert yourself to have it done. It was a dis- 
grace, in the first place, to name so insignifi- 
cant a street for such a man as the late Dr. 
Joseph Thompson, and it will be a perpetual 
stigma upon the whole comniunity if his 
name is not perpetuated by bestowing it 
upon one of its broadest, prettiest and most 
frequented driveways, courts or parks in 
the city. As “mine host’ of Atlanta’s first 
brick hotel, as a man of learning, large and 
warm heart, genial and withal of ‘infinite 
jest,’ he was a host greater than all the city 
beside. Let his name be perpetuated in the 
manner suggested. You are ‘the man’ to see 
that it is done, ind properly done. See that 
you have it done. Meanwhile keep your 
trusty buck thorn always at hand and whack 
every Miss Nancy head that dares to propose 
further obliteration of landmarks erected by 
or memories endeared by associations of 
‘auld lang syne.’

THE CHESTATEE COMPANY, 


What It Is Doing in the Development of 


Georgia's Gold Mines. 


Dahlonega, Ga., May 1.—(Special.)—The 
Chestutee Company, composed mainiy of 
Sentlemen from St. Louis, have begun in 
real earnest to develop their immense property, 
consisting of 1,100 ucres of mibperal laud in 
Lumpkin county, Georgia. 

About sixty hands are now at work on the 
canal to convey tbe water to their power. 
The canal when finished will be 360 feet long, 
thirty feet wide at the bottom and will be 
sixty feet deep in water, which will carry, 
uceording .to the calculations of Superinten- 
dent Crandall, 12,000 cubic feet of water per 
minute. 

The machinery of the Chestatee plant will 
be propelled by two sixty-six-inch Leffell 
wheels un@er seven-feet head. One of these 
wheels will be attached to a 12x24 Duplex 
Biake pump, the water to be used under direct 
pressure for sluicing with giants on the placer 
mines. This pump will furnish 100 miners’ 
inches of water per minute with sixty feet 
pressure. 

The object of the company will be first to 
siuice out a canal thirty or forty feet wide 
over a mile long up the Chestatee valley and 
change the course of the river and work out 
the river bed, and the prediction is that the 
yellow metal will be produced in large quan- 
tities from the bed of the river, for. accord- 
ing to the prediction of anpeereneed miners, the 
river bed is very rich. After this the whole of 
what is known as the A. S. Whetchel bottoms 
will be worked. 

Already has this company received flattering 
prospects of success. In digging their canal a 

d of gravel was struck and Superintendent 
Crandall had a pit 20x39 feet in size sluiced 
out, which produced him more than 100 
pennyweights of gold. 

The other wheel mentioned at the com- 
mencement of this article is to be attached to 
a fiftv-hoyse-power dynamo. to be used for 
pumping amd lights. The lights will be 100 
in number and will be strung out up and 
down the bottom and the plant will be worked 
night and day. This company will give regu- 
lar employment to more than one hundred 
hands. 

Vhe company also will build a large sawmill 
and will manufacture large quantities of hard 
lumber. 

The Chestatee Company is a corporation in- 
corporated under the laws of Illinois. Mr. 
J. D. Thompson, of St. Louis. is the presi- 
dent. and it is stocked for $100.000. and a 
rreat amount of the stock has already been 


sold. 
The Chestatee plant no doubt will be the 
Isggest mining plant in the south. 


WILL PROBABLY LIQUIDATE. 


The Bank of Americus Contemplates Wind- 
ing Up Its Business. 

Americus, Ga. May 1.—(Special.)— 
The Bank of Americus will very probably 
go into voluntary liquidation, This bank 
suspended payment in January on account 
of the embarrassment of the Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomery railroad, but 
resumed business about a month ago, hav- 
ing made arrangements to get sufficient 
funds to meet its immediate obligations. 

Since resuming business the bank has ex- 
perienced difficulty in collecting outstand- 
ing obligations, and while the doors re- 
main open no deposits are received or 
checks paid. Nothing definite has yet been

THE FRUIT MEN IN SESSION 


Discuss the Transportation Question, and 
Talk with Railroad Representatives: 
W hat They Expect from Them. 


Fort Valley, Ga., May 1.—(Special.) 
The fruit growers and shippers of Fort — 
ley, Powersville, Everetts and Marshall- 
ville met the fruit agents,of more than 
half a dozen railroads here today to "TY 
and arrange for a satisfactory transporta- 
tion of Houston’s immense peach ¢crols- 
The freight men all said they would do the 
very best they could in handling the trathe 
given them but none of them could or would 
guarantee anything save freight rates which 
were the same on all the lines. 3 

There seems to be a scarcity of refriseTa- 
tor cars and the growers are afraid of those 
who offer cars and will rely on nothing they 
say as to the way they will manage things. 
Unreliable refrigerator car men have caus- 
ed the fruit growers to lose many thousands 
of dollars, but they will hardly do the same 
thing again this year for the growers }ass- 
ed a resolution today dividing their ship- 
mente with four roads, the Richmond and 
Danville, the Atlantic Coast Line, the ast 
‘Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia and the 
Louisville and Nashville roads, and request 
these roads in making contracts with re 
frigerator car companies to demand their 
agents at different points along the line 
to examine the cars and if they need icing 
to have the same done and make the re- 
frigerator companies pay for the same. 
They will not give any road traffic that will 
not be responsible for icing during transit. 

Some of the fruit growers who have claims 
against the Central road for wrecking 
fruits say they will not give this road any 
traflic until these claims are paid, which 
will detract some from its business. Again, 
there are some who havé the confidence of 
the growers who are working on the quiet 
to receive the bulk of the eastern freight 
for the Atlanta and Florida and Seaboard 
Air-Line and there is some chance for their 
succeeding. 

The railroad men all seem desirous of 
doing the fair thing by the shippers and 
the shippers, many of whom do not own 
any peaches, seem satisfied but the grow- 
ers who own the peaches and will be the 
largest shippers, are not totally satisfied 
and would jump at something better and 
more certain as to time than has yet been 
offered. 

It is hoped it will all come out well for 
the growers and railroads. 


A ROME MAN’S PLAN, 


He Shows How the Financial Situation Can 
Be Relieved. 

Rome, Ga., Apri] 30.—(Special.)}—Mr. J. 
H. Reynolds, president of the First Na- 
tional bank. several] days ago telegraphed 
to the sec®etary of the treasury a plan by 
which the southwestern and western banks 
may supply the government with all the 
gold it will need this summer. In the ab 
sence of Secretary Carlisle, Acting Secre- 
tary Hamlin replied by mail, asking what 
banks could supply gold and how much. 
Mr. Reynolds replied that he could not off- 
hand give a list of the banks which could 


| suppay gold, and could not give accurately 


the amount to be had, but stated that 
while the interior banks and individuals 
hold about $550,000,000 of gold, the New 
York banks hold only $72,000,000 of spe- 
cie, of which some is not gold. The only 
reason why the interior banks hold the 
coin is that it would cost on an average $2 
per $1,000 to express. it to New York, and 
in addition there would be a loss from 
abrasion averaging about $1 per $1,000, 
or for both items .3 of one per cent, which 


is a very effective prohibition on such ship- 
ments. It will be remembered that the 
government receives gold by weight and 
not by count, deducting the actual loss. 
Mr. Reynolds suggested that if the govern- 
ment would pay the express charges, the 
banks would stand the loss from abrasion. 
The government has not done this ag a rule, 
but it would clearly be more economical 
to stand the loss of .3 of one per cent on 
gold received for thirty or sixty days than 
to issue bonds for the same amount and 
pay 2 1-2, 3, or 4 per cent interest on them 
for a term of years when the necessities 
of the government do not require such an 
issue. The prompt response from the gov- 
ernment indicates an interest in the pro- 
position, and Mr. Hamiin’s letter indicates 
a desire of the department to place itself 
in position to make use of such an expedi- 
ent, if it should become necessary, but not 
to incur the expense even of express 
charges until such a policy becomes imper- 
ative. In the meantime, it is gratifying to 
know that the south and west are in a po 
sition to give the government assistance 
which New York banks, in the very na- 
ture of their situation, cannot safely supply 
at this time. The reason for this is made 
plain in Mr.. Reynold’s interview. 
A Talk with Mr. Reynolds. 


Having explained the correspondence as 
above, Mr. Reynolds continued: 

“From whaf I have said you will see that 
the government is in a position to get im- 
portant assistance from the interior at a 
very smal] expense, This is due to cir- 
cumstances prevailing here which do not 
exist in New York. Interior banks are per- 
fectly willing to exchange gold for green- 
backs, provided they can do so without ex- 
pense. The gévernment’s promise to pay 
is worth one hundred cents, so long as 
the government pays its obligations in gold, 
and there is no reason why we can’t use 
treasury notes as well as coin. This is 
not true in New York, as I wil] show you. 
The New York banks now hold $124,000.- 
YOO .of cash, of which $52,000,000 is pa- 
per money and $72,000,000 specie. The to- 
tal of $124,000,000 is only $14,600,000 
above the 20 per cent requirement. for 
bank reserves. If the banks took $50,000,- 
000 of gold out of their cash to give the 
government for bonds, their reserves would 
be reduged $36,000,000 below the require- 
meee of he aay and they would have to 
eal] in at once four times that much, or 
$144,000,000 of loans. Such on acliee 
would precipitate a panic and _ paralyze 
trade. Of course that cannot be econtem- 
plated for a moment. On the other hand. 
if the New York banks should exchange 
$50,000,000 a ane for the same amount of 
treasury notes they would then have less 
than $20,000, of gold in their reserves 
at a time when the demand for gold is ex- 
traordinarily heavy. ‘There is always in 
New York a demand for money to settle 
international balances, and the only money 
of international account is gold. If the 
supply of gold for such purposes should at 
any time be exhausted our international 
exchanges would be deranged, anil. out 
credit in the markets of the world would 
be seriously impaired. Foreign exchanged 
would be at a premium and the cost of 
imported goods would be correspondingly 
increased. There is also a demand for 
gold to pay the duties on imports, and to 
supply coin for this purpose the New York 
banks are obliged to maintain their reserves 
largely 1n gold. The proportion of gold in 


their holding now is not larger than St: 


ought to be, especially at such a time 25 
this, and they are not in a position to part 
with it. For this reason I think New York 
bankers have been unjustly criticised.

PRESERVE THE OLD NAMES. 


An Interesting Communication from One of 
Atlanta’s Oid Citizens. 

On the subject of the preservation of the 
old names to the streets of the city—names 
that mean something—Colonel George W. 
Adair has received a letter from Mr. C. R. 
Hanleiter, ‘which will be read with general 
interest. The letter is as follows: 

“Griffin, Ga., April 24.—My Dear Colonel: 
I am giad to observe that you have taken 
up the shallela—pardon me if the orthogra- 
phy of this word is wrong. It has been so 
long since I have ‘‘touched elbows’ with my 
Irish friends I have forgotten—and hope you 
will continue to wield it against the namby- 
pamby fad that has broken out in Atlanta 
among the Miss Nancy sort of citizens and 
councilmen, and which, if not’ speedily 
checked, will soon destroy the last vestige 
of primeval Atlanta, as she was when you 
and I first knew her. I refer, of course, to 
the obliteration of old streets, and the change 
of familiar names to avenues and the sub- 
stitution of terms and phrases altogether un- 
thought of and disgusting to the pioneer citi- 
zens of the city. I considered it a little less 
than sacrilege when Thompson street was 
transformed into Violet, or some other sweet- 
smelling avenue, but remained silent, hoping 
that it was the intention of the saplent re- 
f@mers to transfer the name of Atlanta’s 
oldest, noblest and best known citizens to 
some one of the many new and beautiful 
driveways then being projected. I still hope 
this will be done and that you—always 
closely and warmly attached to him—will ex- 
ert yourself to have it done. It was a dis- 
grace, in the first place, to name so insignifi- 
cant a street for such a man as the late Dr. 
Joseph Thompson, and it will be a perpetual 
stigma upon the whole community if his 
name is not perpetuated by bestowing it 
upon one of its broadest, prettiest and most 
frequented driveways, courts or parks in 
the city. As “mine host’’ of Atlanta’s first 
brick hotel, as a man of learning, large and 
warm heart, genial and withal of ‘infinite 
jest,’ he was a host greater than all the city 
beside.

Meanwhile keep your 
trusty buck thorn always at hand and whack 
every Miss Nancy head that dares to propose 
further obliteration of landmarks erected by 
or memories endeared by associations of 
‘auld lang syne.’

The silver in a dollar is worth, when 
melted, about 64 cents in gold, and this 
is Because the metal cannot be taken 
to a government mint and recoined into 
a dollar. Our correspondent wants us 
to be plain and we shall try to be as 
plain as an old shoe. The silver dollar 
melted is worth only 64 cents in gold, 
but this disparity exists only when we 
compare the silver with gold. Silver 
metal, worth only 64 cents in gold, will 
buy nearly (though not quite) as much 
cotton, wheat or other staple commodi- 
ties as it would in 1873. 

Here is an interesting fact. It is 
the gist and essence of the whole busi- 
ness. - If silver is found in 1893 holding 
much the same relations to the staple 
commodities as it held in 1873, although 
it and the other commodities have fall- 
en in value away below gold, what is 
the inevitable conclusion? Why, that 
gold, owing to the increased demand 
for it as the sole basis of currency, has 
tremendously increased in value—that 
gold is, in effect, commanding an extra- 
ordinary premium as compared with 
other commodities. 

But we will put it in another form, 
so that a ten-year old boy can under- 
stand it. Suppose that in 1873 ten 
pounds of cotton would buy a . bushel 
of wheat or a bushel of corn. But sup- 
pose that in 1893 it would take fifteen 
pounds of cotton or a bushel and a half 
of corn to buy a bushel of wheat. Would 
those engaged in the transaction say 
that cotton and corn had declined in 
price or that wheat had become dearer? 
The value of the metal in a gold dollar 
has become so dear that it is worth 
about $1.30 in the staple commodities. 

The silver dollar melted into bullion 
being worth only 64 cents in gold, the 
correspondent wants to know how con- 
gress can make it worth 100 cents. By 
restoring silver to its old place as a 
money metal; by opening the mints to 
the metal on terms of equality with 
gold, as demanded by the Chicago plat- 
form: by removing all discriminations 
against it; by restoring the law as it 
stood when John Sherman, in collusion 
with an agent of the Bank of England, 
framed a bill for the demonetization 
of the metal. 

Suppose that the government, having

This edict would de- 
rive that commodity of its principal 
se. Would it decline in value? Sup- 
pose, then, the government should pro- 
ceed to buy wheat and store it’for the 
purpose of bolstering up the price, but 
still depriving it of its principal use as 
a food product. Would the purchase 
and storage have any appreciable effect 
on the price? But suppose the gov- 
ernment should repeal its edict and re- 
store to wheat its main function. Would 
the price increase? If our correspond- 
ent will substitute “silver” for “‘wheat’’ 
in this illustration, he will understand 
the whole question so far as the most 
obvious effects of demoncetization and 
remonetization are concerned. 

One fact more: Whenever the coin- 
age and legal tender power has touched 
wheat the goldolators call “64 cents 
worth of silver’ that silver has be- 
ocme as valuable as a gold dollar, ac- 
cepted and recognized as such by the 
people in all business transactions and 
in the payment of all debts. 

Our correspondent asks why the gov- 
ernment cannot “make 1 cent’s worth 
of iron or any other metal worth 100 
cents.” Well, the government can go 
very far in this direction. Its nickel 
venture is well known. It can make 
a piece of paper, worth an infinitesimal 
fraction of a cent, pay ten, or a hun- 
dred, or a thousand dollars’ worth of 
taxes. But gold and silver have been 
selected as money metals because of 
their beauty, durability and scarcity— 
and because of the existence of the bar- 
baric myth that a mere expression of 
value—a counter, as it were—should it- 
self possess what is called intrinsic 
value. 

We stand ready to make a serious 
effort to clear away any honest doubt 
our correspondent may have. We have 
a hearty desire to treat this important 
question as simply as its simplicity de- 
serves, and as plainly as its importance 


demands.

A Matter of Etiquette, 

When our government invited the 
Spanish Princess Eulalia and the duke 
of Veragua to visit the world’s fair as 
the honored guests of. the republic no- 
body dreamed that any unpleasant con- 
sequences would follow. 

3ut it séems that we have made a 
serious blunder at the very beginnirtg. 
Our state department informed the prin- 
cess and her husband that they would 
enjoy our hospitality in the society of 
the duke of Veragua and his family. 
This has caused the Spanish foreign of- 
fice to notify our authorities that a 
princess of royal blood cannot mix with 
people below her station. The duke 
is the lineal descendant of Columbus, 
but the princess does not know him, 
and does not propose to meet him on a 
When our 
federal otficials received this notification 
they made ample apologies for their 
mistake, and assured the royal lady that 
her wishes would be respected. The 
princess then consented to come on 
eondition that she should not be parad- 
ed along with such common people as 
the Veraguas. 

And now another unpleasant fact has 
come to light. Congress adjourned 
without: making an appropriation for 
the entertainment of this punctilious 
lady, but as this was not known until 
after she sailed for Cuba she had no 
opportunity to reconsider her accep- 
tance of our invitation. It is to be 
feared that she will not enjoy her visit. 
She will not appreciate our simple demo- 
cratic customs, and she will not be able 
to understand the indifference with 
which our people view a _ blue-blooded 
representative of royalty. It will em- 
barrass her to meet the duke at social 
functions, and perhaps travel on the 
same train with him, and see him every- 
where welcomed as the equal of the 
highest. 

All this is to be regretted, but it 
should be recollected that the princess 
has all her life been used to the rigid 
ceremonial of the Spanish court. Sbe 
cannot change old customs, and the a@vke 
of Veragua is doubtless too oyal a 
Spaniard to desire any change, Our

Pro 
fessor Roney asserts in The Chicago Field thag 
in one of the vast breeding colonies alone 
some 1,000,000,000 pigeons were ‘‘sacrificed to 
mammon’’ during one nesting season, and 
even allowing for exaggeration the extent of 
the slaughter is beyond question. The 
remedy is not easy to seek. Mr. Worth sug- 
gests an act of congress to prevent bird des- 
truction throughout the United States. 


A London special to The New York Sun 
says: ‘‘A modern Darius Green has made a 
flying machine that will really fly. It was 
tested on Thursday by experts at Harrow 
with quite remarkable results. The ma- 
chinery consists of a steam engine in a boat- 
like carriage on small wheels, an ariel screw 
propeller, and what looks like a great wooden 
sail of slats like a venetian blind. The ma- 
chine weighs 330 pounds, and dead weights of 
sixteen to seventy-two pounds additional were 
attached during the experiments. The in- 
ventor, Horatio Phillips, said it would take a 
pressure equal to a wind blowing thirty miles 
an hour against 136 square feet of sail sur- 
face to lift the machine, and he produced a 
current by means of 400 revolutions per min- 
ute of the propeller, equal to thirty-five miles 
per hour. The artificial gale blown against 
the slats produced a vacuum and plenum on 
the upper, and lower surfaces respectively, 
thus giving the greatest possible lifting power. 
The experiments took place on a circular 
track. On the first trial, with seventy-two 
pounds added weight, the machine when 
started ran a little way on the wheels and 
then mounted three or four feet into the air, 
and continued unsupported more than a half 
circuit when the extra weight was reduced to 
sixteen pounds. It made a clear flight of 
more than three-fourths of the circuit of 600 
feet. It dropped to earth and ran on the 
wheels only, when its course wd% directly 
parallel with the rather strong natural breeze 
which was blowing. Its speed was at the 
rate of twenty-elght miles an hour. The 
machine is in the experimental] Stage, the de- 
sign thus far being principally to test the 
uew kind of aeroplane. In that respect these 
results are regarded as most encouraging.’’

First, beéause the question is now pend- 
ing before the railroad commission on a mo- 
tion made by the railroads to have a general 
advance of 25 per cent upon ail rates on all 
the roads in this state, and for the other fact 
that I do not believe that the peopie of Geor- 
gia are dissatisfied with the labors of the rail- 
road commission. I will say, however, that 
if it should become necessary to meet the re- 
quirements of the people for me to make a 
defense of the record of the railroad commis- 
sion of Georgia, I am prepared to. make iv 
and will do so, and I can assure the friends of 
the commission that they have nothing to fear 
from the charge of oppressions upon the rail- 
roads. 1 shall, however, answer the charge 
‘made by Mr. G. Gunby Jordan, in your issue 
of yesterday, in which he says that “the At- 
lanta and Florida railroad, a local line without 
even terminals at Atlanta, its home, and only 
105 miles long, is now allowed only the same 
rates the Atlanta and West Point railroad, 
& part of a great through line which latter 
road has more exclusive territory and better 
local patronage than nearly any road in the 
State, aud also the same rates as the Plant 
system with its hundreds of miles of territory. 
in this state.’’ 

The charge is true but misleading. Mr. 
Jordan does not give the environments and 
reasons which required the present low rate 
of the Atlanta and Florida road. Before the 
commission made the presents rate for the 
Atlanta and Florida road, they called the 
officials of that road before them and submit- 
ted the question as to what the rate over that 
road should be, and left them to decide 
whether they would accept the present rate, 
which is the same as the Central railroad or 
take a higher rate. They decided, very wise- 
ly in my judgment, to take the present rate, 
because their road ran very close to the Cen- 
tral railroad and paralleled it, and they could 
not work a higher rate than that of the Cen- 
tral railroad, and for the commission to have 
made a higher rate for them would only have 
been to advertise a high rate to their preju- 
dice, which they could not work for the rea- 
son Of the proximity and parallel relation 
their road had to the Central railroad. 

Just here I wish to say that it is a little sin- 
gular that Mr. Jordan ascertained that the 
rate of the Atlanta and Florida railroad was 
the same as that of the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad, and also the same as that of 
the Plant system, roads remote and distant 
from the Atianta and Florida road, which do 
not in any way compete with it, but did nod 
discover that the rate was the same as that 
of the Central railroad, which runs close to 
and parallels, and which is a direct compet- 
itor for every pound of freight that the At- 
lanta and Florida road hauls. Had he made 
that discovery and called attention to the fact 
that the rate was the same as the Central 
railroad instead of that of the Atlanta and 
West Point and that of the Plant system, 
this fact itself would have been a sufficient 
reason to any intelligent railroad man (as it 
evidently did to him) or any intelligent citi- 
zen acquainted with the geographical positions 
of the two roads the reason for such a rate 
over that road. As to the inimical legislation 
‘referred to by Mr. Jordan, I 
have only this to say that I 
have no sort of doubt but what the people 
of Georgia are entirely satisfied with the law 
which requires the railroads to pay taxes as 
other people do, and with the law which re 

uires the railroads to build crossings where 

ey have destroyed or rendered impassable 
wagon roads, just as any citizen would have 
to do; and also with the law requiring the 
railroads to provide proper depot facilities 
for the convenience and comfort of the pat- 
rons of the road, and for the safety and pro- 
tection of commodities shipped over their 
roads, and that the many other acts of the 
legislature of which Mr. Jordan complains 
of being inimical and oppressive to the rail- 
roads, but which seem to 


for the 
le of the state should have 
to have ted without 
being forced to do so by the legislature. Mr. 
Jordan further complains thot the taxes on 
the Georgia, Midland and Gulf railroad have 
been raised from $3,400.94 in 1888 to $8,272,- 
91 in the year of 1891. There would seem to 
be something — by these figures. If, 
however, the taxes for the year of 1891 had 
not been just and legal, the law provides a 
remedy against their payment. just and 
legal and have been paid then it would ap- 
pear that Mr. Jordan’s road had not paid its 
annual quoto of taxes for 1888, 1889 and 1890; 
and if the taxes of 1891 were just and legal 
and have been paid then Mr. Jordan has no 
grounds of complaint (the state may have, 
however) and it would speak better for him 
and his road if he weuld do as other good 
citizens do, uncomplainingly pay the taxes re- 
quired of him. 

I shall not be drawn into a discussion of 
the question of freight rates at this time. I 
will not permit myself to be forced to any 
pcsition that — seem to be prejudicial 
to any party who has a question pending 
before the commission to passed upon 
by me. This question of rates is one that the 
railroads and the people are alike interested 
in and a proper regard for justice requires 
a thorough and careful and impartial investi- 
gation of the same. This I am sure that the 
commission will endeavor to give and will de- 
cide according to their own convictions with- 
out regard to newspaper articles or clamor 
from the people or the railroads. Yours 
very truly, L. - .

Editor Constitntion—As an Atlanta busi- 
ness man who signed the paper recommend- 
ing Colonel A. E. Buck for a position in Mr.

That Atlanta stands to the trade of the 
south, where she stood to the world of mili- 
tary strategy during the war, is one of the 
facts which is now admitted. 

A city which has shown such phenomenal 
growth has possibilities which have not yet 
been sized, and which it is fair to presume, 
will not only grow with the increasing populs- 
tion of the territory upon which it draws 
for support, but will go beyond any record 
it has yet made. 

Mr. Otto Schwab, vice president of the 
Southern Furniture factory, of this city, vol-

It is our purpose to spread the name 
of Atlanta abroad as a manufacturing city. 
We have now orders for goods from half a 
dozen northern states, into which it has here- 
tofore been deeme@ foolish for a southern 
man to enter. We manufacture all styles of 
furniture, from the cheapest bedroom suit 
to the most costly shapes into which -it is 
possible to work wood. We take the log as 
it lies in the forest, turn it into lumber, 
send it into the receiving room of our facto 
sending it through a course whch chanzes 
it into the finest article of wood work by the 
time it reaches the shipping room.”’ 


An examination of the works of the Southern 
Furniture factory, situated on the Georgia 
railroad, where it is crosse@ by King street, 
discloses a mammoth establishment, which 
gives employment to two hundred men. The 
plant covers a whole square, and it is fitted up 
with the latest appliances in machinery. It 
is arranged with an eye to the greatest order. 
It is interesting to see the rough slab placed 
in the planing machine in the receiving room, 
and to follow it through the various grada- 
tions, as it passes from hand to hand, assum- 
ing more finished forms until reaching the 
shipping room, it stands a work of beauty, 
and rivals anything to be found in any facto- 


ry in the world. << aoa 


“We ask no favors wherever we go,” mod- 
estly explained Mr. Schwab. “We just cail 
for the attention which business men give 
to the quality of goods which is offered them. 
We know that the south has the timber in her 
forests, and that it is just as well to manufac- 
ture it right here at home, as it is to send it 
in the log to some northern factory, and then 
have it shipped back to us in the shape of 
furniture. We put ourselves in direct compe- 
tition, and every order that we get is over the 
efforte of others to take it away from us.”’ 


Here is an fllustration. of what might be 
done by enterprising men in a hundred other 
lines, if they would go to work with the inte!- 
ligence and discretion which has carried thé 
Southern Furniture factory through. Thic 
factory, established on a small scale, looked 
abroad for an enlargement of its field. It 
found the way blocked with preconceived 
notions that it was no use for a southern 
institution to enter into competition with the 
traders of the north; it found hostile railroad 
rates, and it found the public sentiment of 
the country which should have backed them 
up presaging defeat. But one by one the diff- 
culties disappeared, until their trademark 
has become a familiar one in the north. 
There is no reason why other lines should not 
find developers who would lead the way into 
the possession of new flelds, and the accuwu- 
lation of profits from séctions which hereto- 
fore have been draining the south all along.

About noon yesterday Howard wired his 
paper that he had given Durant the shake 
about midnight and that he was then on 
his way to Nashville, where he would ar- 
rive about 4 o’clock in the afternoon. In 
his message there was something of a boast 
that he had given Durant the shake and 
that Durant was probably lost in the moun- 
tains of Tennessee and that he would nev- 
er be able to find his way into Nashvilie. 
Throughout the telegram there was a vein 
of an idea of victory and many of Howard’s 
friends began to feel sorry foreDurant. 

But Durant was not only able to take care 
of himself, but he was able to pick up 
the trail hours after Howard had made it 
and follow it and pass the man who had 
been in the saddle so long. Durant has sliown:

MR. J. W. VAN STAVOREN PASSES AWAY 


An Interesting Life Closes with a Sorrow- 
ful Death—A Sketch of His Life- 
Work and History.

Mr. J. H. Van Stavoren, the weil-known por- 
trait painter, is dead. 

He died this morning at his residence, No. 
244 Fraser street, and the intelligence of his 
death will be a surprise to his many friends 
in Atlanta and throughout the state. 

Mr. Van Stavoren has been ill for three or 
four weeks, and ten days ago his condition 
was considered critical. But he was a gentle- 
man with a remarkable constitution and 
pulled through the dangerous stage at that 
time. Then his friends and physicians be- 
‘gan hoping for his recovery. Each day he ap- 
peared to improve and last night when dark 
came was apparently much -better than he 
has been at any time since what was sup- 
posed to be the critical period of his illness 
occurred. 

About midnight, however, he began com- 
plaining of a pain near his heart and later ‘on 
a coldness about his legs and arms. His son, 
who was with him, gave him the medicine

which his physicians had left and began talk- 
ing with him. Mr. Van Stavoren conversed for 
a few minutes with his son and seemed as 
well as at any time within the past few days. 
Suddenly, however, he ceased talking and a 
deathly palor cameover his face. His son 
hastened to his bedside and raised his father’s 
head and began calling to him. Mr. Van 
Stavoren attempted to speak but his words 
were inaudible. It lasted only a minute and 
then the son was left with his dead father 
in his arms. 

Mr. Van Stavoren was married three times 
during his life and leaves four children and a 
wife to survive him. His sons are Mr. James 
D. Van Stavoren, the photographic artist; Mr. 
a Van Stavoren, Mr. Ludorica and Miss 

‘lola. 

Mr. Van Stavoren was seventy-four years of 
age. He was born near Dover, Del., in the 
year 1518, on the 21st of December. 

He came to Atlanta about twenty-one years 
ago and has been a respected citizen and held 
in high esteem ever since he canie here. He 
has lived quietly at home with his good wife 
and family, but has won bright opinions from 
the minds of all Atlantians in his work—his 
painting. 

He devoted his whole heart and soul to his 
work. Hée was an artist in more senses of 
the term than one. He had the spirit of the 
artist, intense, passionate. He would spend 
hours at a time over his studies and with his 
brush always going while the light of day 
lasted. It is a wonder that he did not burn 
out the flame of life long before he reached 
the ripe old age of seventy-four. 

Some of the latest products of his talent 
and skill were the handsome portrait paint- 
ings of Major D. N. Speer and Mr. John 
Silvey. These were very fine pictures. The 
walls of nearly every library in this section 
of the country are hung with some of Mr. 
Van Stavoren’s paintings. He has painted 
2 portrait of nearly every prominent Geor- 

an. 

Mr. Van Stavoren was at one time a man of 
splendid fortune. He was a prominent citi- 
zen of Nashville, and one that had capital to 
back his business undertakings. The name 
of his family is a household word in Holland 
the old country from which the parents of the 
artist came during the latter part of the last 
century. It was a. great family with the 
people of Holland.

Many Things Talked About and Done at 
Y esterday’s Meeting of Council—Res- 
olutions on Death of BE, B. Rawson.

A highly entertaining chapter on dogs was 
gvound out by council just in the middle of 
that body’s proceedings yesterday afternoon. 

Not a councilman lost the opportunity af- 
forded by the discussion of Mr. Beatie’s 
«weeping anti-dog ordinance to air his opin- 
ions on dogs in general, and to speak either 
in tones of withering sarcasm or of highest 
praise of the merits and demerits of the 
species canine. 

Some of the councilmen thought dogs very 
worthless things and decided nuisances that 
should be suppressed by public enactment. 
Most of them thought that the dog wagon 
boy aud his cohorts were far worse, and if 
if that gileless lad and his yelling assist- 
ants had been present at the meeting they 
would have turned pale at the terrible rev- 
elation of their sins. . 

Mr. Colvin didn’t believe in taxing dogs. 
Ile said he would just like to see any dog 
wagon boy eome into his yard and try to 
catch bis household dog. If there was any 
deg wagen boy in Atlanta who wanted to 
try it, Why just let him. Mr. Northen un- 
loaded himself of like sentiments, and the 
uupression got abroad that if at any time in 
the future any dog wagon boy so far forgets 
himself as to try his hand at catching the 
dogs of either of those two gentlemen, there 
will be bioodshed. 

‘The law as it stands empowers the dog 
wagon boy to catch and impound @ll dogs 
found running at large without collars. 

Mr. Beatie has been disturbed by howling 
canines recently, and he has a scheme which 
if put into effect, will materially decrease the 
dog population of the city. The scheme is to 
strike out the words “running at large” in 
the present law, and give the dog wagon 
buy power to go through backyards in search 

of skulking canines without collars. ‘I‘his 
amendment to the dog law came back from 
the committee with a favorable report. 

Mr. Stephens didn’t like the idea of the 
promised reign of the deg wagon boy. The 
change gave him too much power. 

“Dog wagon boys are a bad lot,” he said, 
mostly thieves and street gamins of the 
worst type.” 

“lL meve we table that dog ordinance,” 
said Councilman Northen, with the deep 
conviction that he was right, written 4@:pon 
his face, 

“As the opposition seems to be centere: 
not against the dogs but the dog wagon,” 
said Mr. Boyd, “I move that we sce to it 
that honorable and high toned dog catchers 
are appointed.” 
<n aye and nay vote had to be taken to 
ispose of the matter. The amendment was 
ost by a vote of 8 to 6. 

A Site for a Church. 

A great many motions were offered by 
various councilmen for the disposition of a 
roposition to sell to Revs. J. W. Heidt and 
Vv. C. Dunlap, representatives of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church south, the triangular 
lot on the corner of Hemphill avenue and 
Kmmett street. The preposition had been 
presented to and approved by the water 
board, as the piece of land is under control 
of the water commissioners, and it came 
before council in the form of a resoluuon 
from the board, making the following terms: 
The church is to have an option to. purchase 
the property at any time within sixty days 
for $1,000 cash, or $1,250 on time. 

Dr. Heidt appeared and made a short talk 
setting forth what the churei. wanted to do. 

Councilman Hirsch became very generous 
and wanted to give the lo. to the church, 
out City Ajtervey Andersor.said the einsti- 
tution wou dn't allow it. Then Mr. Hirscr 
Wantea to make the price $100. Mr. Hil 
Wanted to make it $600, and Mr. Peters 
wanted the matter to go to the finance com- 
mittee.

Keep Clean. 


Drs. Alexander, McRae and Avery, of 
the board of health, were present, and 
the rules were suspended so that they 
might present some matters to the atten- 
tion of the council. 

Dr. Alexander addressed the meeting. 
He referred to tye necessity of taking ev- 
ery precaution against the introduetion 
of e¢bolera this summer, and said that noth- 
ing Was so effective as cleanliness as a 
measure of prevention. This the board 
had under its control aud would do all in 
its power to keep the city clean. He prged 
personal cleanliness as well. 

Dr. MeRae addressed council in advo- 
cacy of better laws governing the insneerion 
of meats and milk. He pointed out the 
fact that not only had cases of typhoid fe- 
ver and consumption bcen communicated 
through the use of impure milk. but epi- 
demics had been started. THe said it was 
very important that stringent laws be en- 
acted touching this matter. 

Aboat City Insurance.

RESCUED FROM A DISREPUTABLE DEN, 


Where She Had Been Placed by Her 5e- 
ducer—Her Father, a Well-to-D° 
Georgian, Not.fied. 


Sixteen-year-old Katie Page, the daughter 


of a well-to-do father, a young school ein! 
in short dresses from the LaGrange l'emate 
college, and an exceedingly pretty youns 
girl. was taken from the house of Fannie 
Price, on Collins street yesterday mormng, 
where she was placed by the man who de- 
coyed her from school, deceived and ruined 
her, and where in despair and wretchedness, 
she has been trying to starve herseli death 
to save herself and family the mortification 
of her own disgrace. 

Acting under the instructions of Chief 
Connolly, Sergeant Slaughter took the young 
gitl from the Price house, and carried her 
to police headquarters. There between her 
tears and sobs, the young girl told to Chief 
Connolly. the remarkable story of her down- 
fall, disgrace and desertion. 

The young girl was well dressed and has 
the air of a young lady who had been brought 
up in a first-class family. But from her 
cheeks the roses had flown, from her eyes 
thé luster was missing, while on her cheeks 
rested a blush of shame. Bupsting into tears 
the young girl told to Chief Conuolly the 
whole story of her ruined life. ; 

‘esterday morning it was reported to Chief 
Connolly that a very young girl, not yet 
large enough to wear long dresses, Was De- 
ing harbored at the place of Fannie Price. 
The chief learned that the young girl had 
been there but a few days, and appeared to 
be in deep distress. Upon receiving this 1n- 
formation the chief at once sent Sergeant 
Slaughter to the place, where he found the 
young girl and carried her to the police sta- 
tion. At the house Sergeant Slaughter was 
told that the girl had eaten nothing in two 
days. She was offered dinner when she 
reached the police station, but refused it 
and no persuasion that the officers could use 
would induce her to alter her decisivR. 


The Story She Teld. 


The girl gave her age to the chief as six- 
teen, and said that she was the daughter of 
a well-to-do Georgian, who lived in a town 
a few wiles south of Atlanta. For several 
months she has been attending the La- 
Grange Female college at LaGrange, and 
was very highly thought of there. A few 
months ago, while on the train between 
LaGrange and Atlanta, she met a very dash- 
ing young man giving his name as Haralson, 
who started up a flirtation with her, and in- 
troducing himself, began making desperate 
love to her. 

He seemed to be perfectly honorable and 
the young lady accepted his advances. He 
saw her safely off the train when Atlanta 
was reached and paid her many more slight 
attentions. When she parted with him, 
she asked him to visit her at her home. The 
young man accepted her invitation and in 
a few weeks availed himself of it. He was 
introduced to the young lady’s parents as 
one of her old acquaintances, and as such, 
was hospitably received and entertained.

After hearing her story, Chief Connally 
at once wired her father and he is expected 
here today. It ia expected, too, that when 
he arrives he will make it warm for his 
daughter’s betrayer, if that young man 
can be found. Despite his treatment of 
her the young girl has not entirely lost 
faith in her lover. She says she knows he 
will marry her yet, and doesn’t want the 
police to bother him. She was kept at a 
hotel by Chief Connolly last night and will 
be kept until her father arrives here.

THE NOISE AND SMOKE NOT PLEASANT 


The Dummy Was All Right Until the Bleo- 
tric Car Came Along, Then lt 
Was All Wrong. 


Dummies on Pryor street are a thing of 
the past. . 

The last steam car on that avenue of res- 
idences has made its run and in the future 


-the quick transit will be made by electric- 


ity. 
The Atlanta Consolidated Company, af- 
ter securing control of the Pryor street 


dummy line, asked the general council for 
permission to equip it electrically and that 


permission was granted. The company, 


however, was slow about getting to work 
and the people along the line who had 


been made glad by the prospect of a noise- 


less system and the removal of the clashing, 
clanging train began to become discourag, 


ed, Soime thought the Consolidated was 
toying with them and some ugly talk has 
been indulged in. 

But the Consolidated meant business, and 
today the work of changing will be com- 
menced, 

The first step in that work, however, will 
be an inconvenience to the people living 


along the line, as the cars will quit run- 


ning today. ‘lhe stop in the cars is neces- 
sary in order that workmen may have 
the opportunity to rebuild the line. There 
is a great difference between a dummy line 
aud an electric line, but the pevple whe 
have had an opportunity to see both are 
the only ones who are able to tell of the 
difference. Tne dummy line is quicker 
than the old mule car, and when it was 
first presented to Atlantians was consid- 
ered a godsend. The people then paid 
no attention to the noise of the trains 
beeause the spced was so much ‘greater 
and it was speed they wanted. But when 
the other streets in the city began to catch 


the electric cars which ran so much faster 


and with so much less noise the people 
living along the dummy lines saw tiiat 
there was not only less noise but more 
speed and more comfort in the electric 
cars than in the dummies. Then they be- 
gan clamoring for the change and when 
the Consolidated Company asked for per- 
mission to take up the dummy line track 
and to substitute the one with electricity 
the residents were made quite happy. 

But the change was so slow in coming 
about that .the people grew disheartened 
long ago. , 

The Consolidated Company, however, 
was doing the best it could, and because; 
the rails for the eurves and ‘the switches 
could not be made in a day some delay was 
necessary. The materia! is here now and 
today the work will begin in earnest and 
in order that it may be prosecuted rapidly 
the road will be given over to the work- 
men wholly and all travel will be aban- 
doned. It will be at least two weeks be- 


fore the road will be in order for tra ec 


and in the meantime the patrons of the 
road between the center of the city and 
Georgia avenue will. be without a direct 
line upon which to ride from home to the 
city or from the<city home. In the mean- 
time, however, thosé living beyond Georgia 
avenue can have a transfer at Capitol ave- 
nue.

AND IS THEREFORE IN COURT. 


Mr. C. M. Fort on Trial Before J udge 
W estmoreland—A Test Case—Claims 
His Company Is Not Incorporated. 


A very important case was begun in the 
criminal branch of the city court yesterday 
morning and one in which every insurance 
man in the state of Georgia is vitally inter- 
ested. 

It was the case of the state against C. 
M. Fort, charged with the offense of carry- 
ing on an insurance business without @ li- 
cense from the comptroller general. 

The accusation was sworn out by Captain 
W. M. Crim and the case was called up 
for trial before Judge Westmoreland. 

Mr. Fort ig an excellent business man and 
a thorough gentlemen, and while the charge 
that is brought against him is one of a crim- 
jual character, it is thoroughly consistent 
with absoluse horfésty on his part. In other 
words, to make the matter plainer, it 1s sim- 
ply a test case. 

The defendant, Mr. Fort, is the agent of 
an association of individuals known as the 
Guaranty Accident Lloyds. Both he and 
his company are represented by Messrs. 
Hall & Hammond. It was on the motion of 
these gentlemen that the case was made 
against the defendant. 

They desire to have the question at issue 
thoroughly adjudicated and to ascertain 
from the supreme court of the state wheth- 
er or not, from a legal standpoint, it is nec- 
essary for a company that is not incorporat- 
ed, to take out a license, as in the cases of 
those companies which are incorporated.
